TO TOE FARMER 



Now that the rainy peason is 
over for a few weeks, it is time to 
cut and cure hay A luxurieut 
growth of uil hay crops, such as 
sorghum, cow pea=, Soy beans, 
peanuts, Sudan, Johnson grass 
and many wild grasses exist uil 
over the State. If all the hay 
now in the State could be saved it 
would carry all the live stock 
through the winter and leave a fine 
surplus for sale to other states. 
As a general rule, much hay is 
never cut and a great deal that is 
cut goes to waste for lack of prop¬ 
er care in curing, stacking and 
storeing. This is.one of the times 
that every pound of hay should be 
saved in the best possible condi¬ 
tion. It will save much grain for 
the cash market that would oth¬ 
erwise be fed away where hay is 
not available for a substitute. 
People in the dry districts of Tex¬ 
as and Oklahoma are already en¬ 
quiring about Alabama corn and 
hay. 

Hay should be cut and allowed 
to. lay broadcast about two sunny 
days. It should be raked the 
third morning and cocked the 
same evening. The cocks should 
be built around a pole set in the 
ground and two cross pieces nailed 
about a foot from the ground. As 
soon as the hay is thoroughly 
cured, it should be collected, baled, 
stored and stacked in a large stack 
with a covered top. Much good 
hay is damaged or lost by trying 
to cure it in little piles flat on the 
ground. This method usually 
causes the hay to absorb moisture 
from the ground as fast as it dries 
from the top Labor is too scarce 
and high to cut and stack hay to 
rot later in the stack. If storing 
is lacking and stacking is the only 
dependence, the stack should be 
large and some kind of cover or 
shelter placed over it. Hay grows 
entirely too coarse in this country, 
and ojir winters are too wet to ex¬ 
pect it to pass through the winter 
in good i- o.dition i:i unpruiicted 
StaCUc,

These breeds 
of cattle and hogs are the result 
of years of breeding and selection 
that established their color, type, 
quality and superiority over the 
general average of the scrub.

Alabama’s cotton crop for 1917 
has been made, Indications point 
to a larger crop than last year, al¬ 
though the acreage planted does 
not promise an immense output by 
any means. Cotton this yfar will 
be what advocates of diversifica¬ 
tion have endeavored to make of 
the fleecy staple—it will be the 
money crop. 

In the boll weevil sections the 
pest has made rapid headway in 
the past two weeks, and the out 
look for any kind of a top crop is 
reported not to be promising at 
all. On that account, the Alaba¬ 
ma crop will have been picked by 
the middle of the month, although 
the entire crop is from ten to fif¬ 
teen days late. Indications point 
to the crop having been ginned 
and practically marketed within 
the next time weeks, except for 
that cotton hicb will beheld by 

i 

the grower ior price advancements 
Reports from the southern sec¬ 
tion, of the state, extending as far 
over as the Georgia state line, tell 
of the rapid picking and ginning 
of cotton, with the staple healthy 
and promising. Buyers have been 
endeavoring to take up the crop 
while in the field, but growers are 
not inclined to tr'ade in that way. 
The planters are inclined to look 
for even high prices, and many of 
them are holding their staple for 
the future. 

In the central part of the State, 
whet -9 the b >11 weevil still makes 
headway,the crop has been cur¬ 
tailed because of the apparent 
fact that there will be no top crop. 
What cotton has been made, how¬ 
ever, is being picked rapidly, and 
gins are prepared to handle the 
staple as fast as it is brought 
from the plantations.— Montgome 
rg Advertiser, Sept. 3.

The town of Talladega is to have 
pure water. The Mountain Home 
states that the well is 165 feet 
deep, and there is 100 feet of wa¬ 
ter in the well,' with no trace of 
lime to be found. 

The weeds have not all been cut, 
but orders were issued several 
days ago to property owners to 
have their weeds cut down. It is 
not too late to have them cut, and 
by all means have it done. 

Meat prices continue to soar 
higher, but the feller that has two 
or three hogs to kill this winter 
will be independent if prices soar 
to dollar a pound. Nothing like 
raising your own meat and bread 
at home during these war times. 

Mr. farmer, if you expect the. 
merchants of Columbiana to buy 
your cotton, corn, etc., at a fair 
price this fall, give them your bus¬ 
iness, The farmers and the mer¬ 
chants must work to eaoh others’ 
interest, as one can’t get along 
without the other. 

Now that Columbiana is to have 
an up-to-date flour mill, it be¬ 
hooves every farmer in this section 
of the county to sow more wheat 
this fall than ever before, A bean 
and grist mill will be operated in 
connection with the. flour mill, so 
say Messrs. W. D. Bearden and A 
A. Acker, the promoters. 

The rights of the people have 
been taken away from them in 
Shelby county, when the Governor 
last week appointed a Board of 
Revenue for this county. 
Why didn’t he appoint the men 
that were elected last November 
by a majority of the citizens to 
serve as members of the Board of 
Revenue? We have no objection 
to the men appointed on the Board 
but the rights of the people should 
not be ignored as they have been 
by the Governor in the recent 
appointment.

Wheat Freed From 
Speculator’s Touch. 


The ban has been placed on 
wheat futures fur the period of the 
war. The only prices we are to 
hear of from now on are to be the 
cash actually paid for the actual 
whbat. That will be much less 
confusing to the farmer than two 
sets of figures, the one represent¬ 
ing the present value of wheat, the 
other what speculators bet it will 
be worth a month to six months 
hence. 

On August 21st cash wheat sold 
in Chicago at $2.20 to $2.28; on 
the same day September wheat fu¬ 
tures opened at $2.06 and closed 
at $2,10. 

On August 25th cash wheat sold 
in Chicago at $2.20 to $2.30; on 
the same day September wheat fu¬ 
tures opened at $2.12 and closed 
at $2.11. 

The producer naturally askB 
himself why does the speculator 
bet that wheat will be worth less 
in September than during the last 
ten days in August. 

On August 21st cash corn sold 
in Chicago at $175 to $1.80; on 
on the same day December corn 
futures opened at $1.09 and closed 
at $1 08 

On August 25th cash corn sold 
in Chicago for $1.85 to $1.95; on 
the same day December corn fu¬ 
tures opened at $1,10 and closed 
at $1.05. 

The producer feels inclined to 
inquire why speculators are bet¬ 
ting that corn will be worth almost 
fifty per cent less in December 
than now. 

Aside from all other considera¬ 
tions the producer, seeing daily in 
the future and the cash market 
such wide discrepancies in price, 
develops a nervousness and uncer¬ 
tainty not at all calculated to ren¬ 
der him a serene marketer of his 
product. Instead of studying the 
cash prices paid .day by day for 
the actual wheat and the actual 
corn as a trade barometer, his eye 
Is ever upon the speculators? bet, 
and to that extent he is swayed 
from his own judgment.

The Alabama Power Company, 
owing to the fact that they see the 
need of more power, have decided 
to build another lock on Coosa 
River below the Lock 12 dam.

The splendid price of oats makes 
them a profitable crop for Alabama 
farmers. Many growers insist that 
money is made from them when they 
yield 25 bushels per acre and sell for 
60 cents a bushel. The present high 
price and increased demand for them 
will doubtless continue. 

Between spring planting and fall 
planting at the Alabama Experiment 
Station, the fall planting exceeded the 
spring planting by a yearly average 
covering the past ten years of 25.1 
bushels per acre, or 153 per cent.

And well 
they might be, for It Is fundamental. 
Do you not realize that your heifers 
of today wll in a short time be the

A heifer is made or ruined during 
the first eighteen months of her life. 
She should be fed liberally. Feed 
sktai milk a year if she is a valuable 
heifer. Never cut It out at less than 
six or eight months. Feed oats and 
corn In such quantities as she will 
clean up. Always have hay in her 
reach. It will insure a large spring 
of rib and big barrel capaolty. Only 
such a cow can eat enough feed to 
produce much milk. Provide good 
grazing, and DON’T LET A BULL OF 
ANK KIND RUN WITH HER. Some- 
heifers will breed when less than six 
months old. I saw-one the other day, 
fifteen months old, with a calf at her 
side. She will no more make a profit¬ 
able cow than will the colt make a 
valuable horse If put to work as a

In years past the warehouse facil¬ 
ities have been insufficient to com¬ 
pletely protect the largest crops of 
ootton that the State has produced. 
This year Alabama’s need for stor¬ 
age facilities is far greater than ever 
before. This Is because we have now 
to put on the market not alone a com¬ 
pact article, cotton, but the bulky 
farm products—corn, velvet beans, 
peanuts and sweet potatoes. 

Not only has the character of crops 
to a large extent changed, but the 
quantity of these bulky crops has been 
Increased many fold as compared with 
their production In any previous year. 
For example, corn occupies about 1,- 
000,000 acres more (ban last year, and 
the prospects are that last year’s crop 
will be fully doubled, with the possi¬ 
bility that the aggre a!e yield of corn 
In the State will come close to 1,100,- 
000 bushels. 

Velvet beans arc estimated to oc¬ 
cupy more than 2,400,000 acres. If 
these average one-half ton of beans 
per acre, and if one-half the bean crop 
be harvested by hand we should need 
to provide storage for the greater part 
of this 600,000 tons of this bulky but 
valuable product. 

The shortage of corn, together with 
the large production and consequent 
danger of a slump in prices if attempt 
is made to sell this grain as soon as 
gathered, requires that provision 
should be made on the farms to store 
a large part of the Immense crop of 
corn, velvet beans, and peanuts. 

All this means that every period 
when work is slack should be utilized 
in the erection of cheap storage shel¬ 
ters. The advance in the cost of metal 
roofing, composition roofing, and lum¬ 
ber will often make It desirable for 
these roofs to be of boards. The main 
point is that the erection of such 
structures should not be postponed un¬ 
til the time for gathering the crop is 
upon us.

RIGHTS OF OUR 
COUNTRYMEN 


Those who were living in Shelby 
county during 1911 will remember 
that a bill was introduced and 
passed by the legislature abolish¬ 
ing the commissioners court, which 
court was composed of 3 body of 
five members and were elective by 
the people, and established a board 
of revenue, a body composed of 
five members, the same to be ap¬ 
pointed by the governor. 

This act was in no way demo¬ 
cratic, but was fostered and de¬ 
livered to the people of Shelby 
county by a bunch of highly pre< 

, udiced democrats, who are so ex¬ 
treme that they would gladly de¬ 
liver this country to Germany if it 
took that to carry their point. 

The very spirit, the cause which 
prompted those who advocated 
this bill and the legislature which 
permitted it to paes is perversive 
of democracy and if this spirit or 
praotice is allowed to continue, the 
time is close at hand when we can 
no longer boast of a free country, 
a republic. 

As conditions are in Shelby 
county today, we are no longer a 
free people, we no longer enjoy the 
rights, the freedom given us by 
that patriotic band who defied the 
crown of England and gave us a 
constitution, a grander document 
the world has never known. The 
basic principles of this constitu¬ 
tion is local self government. 

Today Shelby county does not 
enjoy these rights, which are guar¬ 
anteed us in this constitution, but 
Shelby county is governed as a 
province, the same as Canada un¬ 
der England, with the govejnor 
acting as our KING. 

In the legislature of 1914 a bill 
was passed, and of which the dem¬ 
ocratic candidates and their advo¬ 
cates in the political campaign in 
tbe fall of 1916 urged the support 
of their ticket on the ground that 
they had restored to the citizens of 
Shelby county Local Self Govern¬ 
ment. We would like to ask for 
what reason local self government 
was ever taken from the people of 
Shelby county? ' 

As soon as the 1916 campaign 
was over and the democratic can¬ 
didates were defeated, a flaw was 
found in tbe passage of the bill, 
which was supposed to restore to 
tbe people local self government, 
and the same declared by the su¬ 
preme court of Alabama as being 
unconstitutional, so the men elect¬ 
ed to these offices by a majority of 
the qualified voters were thrown 
out of office, and as the dignity 
of the governor’s office would not 
permit the appointment of these 
republican officers, he has filled 
same with men of his own type— 
democrats. We hope they will 
make him good servants, by any 
means they are his choice and not 
the choice of a majority of the 
qualified voters of Shelby county. 

Thare is one thing certain, it 
before the next governor’s election 
if a law is not created by which 
the present governor can be ap¬ 
pointed to succeed himself, he can 
gather together his spo.la «Gw b.Ct 
the governor’s mansion his last 
farewell.

The fact 
that Secretary of War Baker has 
insisted that the defective am¬ 
munition became spoiled through 
chemical causes has not satisfied 
the House committee. The very 
fact that the Secretary has named 
a committee to probe the entire 
question has confirmed leaders in 
their belief that Congress should 
assemble the facts of how all am¬ 
munition for small arms and big 
guns alike, has been obtained and 
what precautions have been taken 
to see that it is all right. 

In this connection it is eon- 
siderd certain that a sweeping de¬ 
mand will be made within a short 
time for a general investigation 
that either will set at rest soanda- 
lous rumors which are now spread 
nationwide or develop their truth. 
Open charges that the government 
is being robbed by contractors are 
being uttered in the lobbies of 
Washington’s hotels and even in 
the corridors of the Capital itaelf.

CONSCRIPT THE WAR PROFITS 


The United States Senate, after 
having conscripted ten million 
young American men to offer up 
their lives for the country, now re¬ 
fuses to conscript war profits! 
Many of these young men who 
were conscripted may not only 
give their life to their country, 
but in many instances, will have 
to sacrifice every dollar they pos¬ 
sess. Being young men, most of 
them in business were just in the 
first stages of establishing their 
business, and enlistment meant a 
complete sacrifice of the savings on 
which they were making their 
start To these who place both 
life and all material holdings on 
the altar of their country, the 
Senate’s action is almost incom 
prehensible. 

We believe the Senate acted 
most wisely when they passed the 
selective conscription bill. We be¬ 
lieve that the same wisdom de¬ 
mands the conscription of wealth, 
or all war profits, at least. If the 
country’s need demanded that 
young men who were making from 
fifty to a thousand dollars per 
month leave their positions and 
don’t the khaki at thirty per, why 
does not the same need demand 
that capital work for the success 
of the war at a low price also? 

All war profits should be con¬ 
scripted, and even did the govern¬ 
ment not need it, the sacrifice of 
the country’s young manhood 
should not bo stained with the fat 
tening of private pocketbooks. 

War profits and wealth will be 
conscripted, but on the idealistic 
scale we enter the conflict it is re¬ 
gretted that the matter ever failed 
in getting a unanimous vote.—Syl- 
acauga News.

South Should Double 
Fall Grain Acreage

With practical certainty that 
wheat next year will sell for $2 a 
bushel or better, and with prices of 
other grain crops almost certain to 
be correspondingly high, we believe 
the South may very profitably 
double its small grain acreage this 
fall. 

Wheat promises to pay excep¬ 
tionally well, especially in the up¬ 
per half of the cotton belt. But 
that we may be assured of profita¬ 
ble yields, it is essential that cer¬ 
tain precautions be taked. First, 
a rather strong clay or clay loam 
soil, well drained and well filled 
with humus, should be selected. 
A crop of cowpeas or velvet,beans 
disked to pieces and plowed under 
five or six weeks before planting 
will help greatly, particularly if 
supplemented with 200 to 300 
pounds per acre of nitrate of soda 
or sulphate of amonia should be 
made. 

There is even greater need for 
increasing our oat acreage, because 

(1) practically all parts of the 
Cotton Belt are suited to oats; and 

(2) more oats will release a larger 
portion of our corn crop for hu¬ 
man consumption. What we have 
said in regard to preparation and 
fertilization of wheat applies also 
lo tho oat crop. It should be ad¬ 
ded that to avoid winter-killing 
oats should be planted early 
in September in the upper half of 
the Cotton Belt and in October in 
the lower half. 

Finully, every farmer in the 
South should plant one or more 
acres of Abruzzi rye for fall, win¬ 
ter and spring grazing. For cat 
tie, hogs and chickens we believe 
it has no equal, and it is suited to 
all parts of ihe South. Planted in 
September, it may generally be de 
pended upon to furnish good graz 
ing before Christmas If seed 
soem high-priced plant at least an 
ucre for a sted patch, and next 
year have seed to sell inst- ud of to 
bo y 

Both patriotism and self interest 
demand that the South largely in¬ 
crease its. acreage of fall-sowed 
grain: let us, in addition to plan¬ 
ning for a big acreage, also plan to 
make a record crop by learning and 
following the beet possible meth¬ 
ods in preparing for, growing and 
harvesting the crop—The Pragres 
sive Farmer.

A Farm Or A Coal Mine? 


Alabama farms are gold mines 
this year and are better than coal 
mines. When a man owns a coal 
mine he diminishes his resources 
every day that he works it. Every 
car full of coal that comes out 
makes the mine poorer. When he 
“cashes in” an acre of coal it is 
gone forever. With the farmer it 
is not so. For instance, the far¬ 
mer is taking an unusual crop 
from his land this year and knows 
that it does not make his farm 
poorer. If well farmed the land 
really grows better year by year. 
There is land in England that has 
been farmed for a. thousand years 
regularly. There is land in Egypt 
that has been farmed since the 
time of Joseph and perhaps for 
ten thousand years. It is as good 
now as it was in the beginning. 

That is the difference between a 
farm and a coal mine, or gold 
mine. The mine makes money 
fa.ster, but does it by using up its 
resources. A farm makes money 
slowly, but it is there year by 
year and century by century yield¬ 
ing a return for labor and grow¬ 
ing better if eared for, but its 
resources cannot be materially 
diminished, 

Why is not a $10,000 farm bet¬ 
ter than a $100,000 coal mine? 
Which will ha more valuable after

Washington, Sept. 23—With a 
record sweet potato crop of 88,000, 
000 bushels forecast and not more 
than 10 per cent of the indicated 
yield provided with suitable stor¬ 
age facilities, Carl Vrooman, as¬ 
sistant secretary of agriculture, 
in a statement tonight urged south¬ 
ern business men’s organizations 
to see that potato warehouses were 
provided in trade centers. 

“A little effort intelligently di¬ 
rected by business men’s organi¬ 
zations of southern cities during 
the next few weeks would save the 
nation approximately 30,000,000 
bushels of goods in the form of 
sweet potatoes,” said the state¬ 
ment. It is the patriotic duty of 
merchants’, bankers’ and farmers’ 
associations in southern commu¬ 
nities as well as good business to 
see that sweet potato storage 
houses are provided in trade cen¬ 
ters. 

The sweet potato orop this year 
will be the largest in the history 
of the country. The latest crop 
estimate indicates a yield of 88,- 
000,000 bushels against 71,000,000 
last year and 76,000,000 in 1915, 
the largest previous crop. That 
means a surplus of approximately 
15,000,000 above antewar demands, 
a surplus, however, that will be 
very much needed to take the 
place of other foods that will be 
absorbed by war demands. 

Of the total sweet potato orop 
in the United States about 90 per 
cent is grown south of Maryland, 
Not over 10 per cent of the south¬ 
ern yield is provided with suitable 
storage facilities. The ordinary 
procedure has been to bank the 
sweet potatoes in the ground or 
cover them with straw in out¬ 
houses, and the loss has ranged 
from 30 to 40 per cent, according 
to the severity of the winter. And 
the 60 nr 70 per cent not a total 
loss is alwat s more or less injured. 
Under war conditions, Mr. Vroo¬ 
man said, such a loss should not 
be toletaied.

The middle man stands between 
the producer and the consumer is 
causing the products to pass 
through his own bands, and the 
consumer is paying him more prof¬ 
it than the middle man has to pay 
the farmer who grows the article 
sold. To overcome suoh a system 
as this, and place the farmer in 
direct touch with the oonsumer, 
and cut out so many transactions 
between the producer and the con¬ 
sumer is the prime secret in the 
question of successful co operation 
among farmers for marketing their 
products.—Clanton Union-Banner.

WADE’S ADVISE 1 
TO THE FARMERS 


Farmers of Alabama are advis¬ 
ed to store their large food and 
feed crop on the farms and market 
them gradually, thus stretching 
the marketing period to cover six 
to nine months instead of three 
months as previously practiced. 
This would be splendid advice if 
the farmers were all out of debt 
and the crop entirely surplus and 
sufficient storage room had been 
provided. Only about twenty-five 
per cent of the farmers are able to 
do this unassisted. What about 
the other seventy-five per cent who 
owe money due this fall and have 
no storage facilities and no money 
with which to buy building mate¬ 
rial for storage? There is some¬ 
thing for the business man and 
banker to do. If marketing must 
he done gradually to save the situ¬ 
ation for all concerned, then col¬ 
lections should be made gradually 
and extended to conform to the 
marketing period instead of the 
usual “pay in the fall” policy. It 
is folly to advise a man to do two 
things when one prohibits the oth 
er. The farmer must do hia part, 
! ut he can do but little unless the 
merchant and banker co-operate 
by collecting a little, extending 
payment on part and assisting in 
providing storage for tb“ . x 

der for euoh a time as I: > an. rfcet 
may demand. Such a policy can¬ 
not be universally carritvi out as 
there are always indiviouals with 
whom one cannot deal leniently, 
but to a greater extent this kind of 
policy can and must be pursued, 
if the farmers are to be protected 
from a speculative depressed mar¬ 
ket and the program of diversified 
farming continued in the futuie. 

Feeding experiments have proved 
that corn when fed to hogs pro¬ 
duces pork at a cost of one cent 
per pound for each ten cents in¬ 
crease coat per bushel. Pork is 
selling at eighteen cents per polin') 
and gives corn a value of $1.80 
per bushel when fed to hogs 
There are one million six hundred 
thousand hogs in Alabama. Every 
hog for the market should be made 
as large and fat as possible. Sum¬ 
mer pigs may be fed through the 
winter and marketed in the spring 
to good advantage and a splendid 
price secured for surplus corn, 
beans and peanut meal, which 
would otherwise go on a depressed 
market ut a sacrifice. The same 
policy may be adopted with feed¬ 
ing cattle for the market. Much 
corn, beans and hay can be eon 
verted into a profitable and ready 
market through cattle. 

There are at present about fifty 
feeding stuff mills in the state 
which crush velvet beans. If these 
mills run full time, they can crush 
only one-third iff the velvet beans 
now grown in the state. A few 
power corn shelters have been es 
tablished, but not enough to begin 
to handle the surplus corn which 
the market will demand to b? 
shelled. There were six million 
dollars worth of mixed feeds ship 
pad into the state during the prts 
ent year. We have the feed mate¬ 
rial, hence the need of marketing 

machinery and financing to pre¬ 
pare it for the market. 

The situation is not one which 
the farmers can handle alone. It 
is a problem of co-operation be¬ 
tween farmers and business men, 
consisting of gradual marketing, 
gradual collecting and financing, 
storage and marketing machinery. 
Time is limited and quick action 
is needed. Farmers, put it up to 
your business men and bankers.

Among the many species of vetch, 
th*r« are only three which are of 
muoh value In the cotton belt They 
are hairy vetch, narrow leaf vetch and 
Oregon or English winter vetch, the 
latter being of least importance. All 
are winter growing, vine-like, annual 
legumes. Since they reseed them¬ 
selves freely, a stand may be obtained 
year after year by allowing the plants 
to shed seed. 

Hairy Vetch whether grown for hay 
or for winter grazing should be seed¬ 
ed with one of the sma" grains for 
supporting the vlne-like vetch. The 
two plants make a greater yield than 
one alone. Such a mixture may be 
pastured Judiciously in winter, and If 
the stock are removed before the 
grain begins to form stems, the two 
crops may make good yields of hay, 
or of seed and grain. If grown for 
hay or for grain, the mixture should 
consist of red oats and hairy vetch, as 
these mature at about the same time. 

Narrow Leaf Vetch Is earlier than 
hairy vetch. For hay It should be 
grown with Fulghum oats or wheat, 
since red oats mature too late. Prob¬ 
ably narrow leaf vetch is better for 
occupying Johnson grass meadows in 
winter than Is hairy vetch. However, 
narrow leaf vetch is not quite so hardy 
to cold as hairy vetch. The severe 
cold of last winter killed nearly all 
the former, while the latter withstood 
the cold better than most of our other 
winter legumes. 

Last year certain samples of nar¬ 
row leaf vetch seed contained cockle 
seed. The Alabama Experiment Sta¬ 
tion (press bulletin 85) found that dis¬ 
solving 5 1-4 ipounds of nitrate of soda 
in one gallon of water gives a solu¬ 
tion of such density that all cockle 
seed float and the vetch seed sink. 

The vetches should be planted In 
September or October. At the present 
high price of seed it would seem advis¬ 
able to plant about 20 pounds per 
acre. Inoculation fo* the vetches is 
generally necessary to get aatisfacto; 
growth. Soil where 
peas have previously 
fully will furnish 
material.

ROOT-KNOT CONTROL 


By H. B. Tisdale, Associate In Plant 
, Breeding, Alabama {Experi¬ 
ment Station.

Root-knot or root gauls occurring on 
the roots of cotton and many other 
plants, causes each year a considera¬ 
ble loss in yield. The affected plants 
turn yellow and cease to grow, and If 
the roots of these plants are exam¬ 
ined, swellings or gauls of varying 
sizes can be seen. The swellings kre 
caused by nematode worms which live 
in the soil aild feed and multiply on 
the roots of many plants 

In ftields where root-knot Is preva¬ 
lent, plants resistant to the nematode 
worm should be planted for three or 
four years before qoVton Is again 
planted In the eame field. Some of the 
most common reglatant plants are as 
follows: Corn, Velvet beans, peanuts, 
sorghum, millet, oats, wheat, rye, bar¬ 
ley, Iron cow-pea* and Brabham cow- 
peas. Those resistant plants best 
suited to the Individual farmer should 
be worked Into a rotation for three or 
-four years, after Which time the nem¬ 
atode worms wijl be starved. 

Clean cultivation Is necessary in or¬ 
der to keep down weds, many of which 
furnish food for the nematode worms. 


GOOD SEED NECESSARY

Profitable crops oannot be produced 
without a good stand of plants, and to 
secure a full stand it Is necessary to 
plant pure, live seed. Their purity 
and ability to germinate are therefore 
Important facto?* that cannot be over* 
looked under the present high cost of 
production. 

Ali farmers should now decide upon 
their faH crops, and calculate the 
amount of seed that will have to be 
bought to plant each one properly. Af¬ 
ter deciding upon the amount of good 
seed noeoeeary, they should ascertain 
where such seed may be secured, and 
arrange without May for the needed 
amount. 

The amount ot vetch and clover seed 
will likely be limited. Their price 
will doubtless keep pace with the 
prlee of other seed and be high. Their 
•caroity and high price will cause die 
honest dealers to sell old seed or adul¬ 
terated seed. Therefore, It is impor¬ 
tant to buy from reliable farmers or 
seedsmen. A guaranty of purity and 
germination may be required, or a 
sample of the seed may be submitted 
for examination to the Seed Labora¬ 
tory, TJ. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 

Now Is the time to locate fall seed 
oats and buy before they have been 
fed away or shipped to some other 
part of the country. Good pure South¬ 
ern grown seed will be scarce and hard 
to get. If you wait until planting time 
you may have to plant some unsulted 
variety, or not plant any.
